HEPORT OF SCHOOL BUARD. 


The School Board, in complhance with the. law, 
presents the following report : 

At. the beginning of the year, last March, the 
School Board consisted of the followmg members, 
viz: W.L. E. Hunt, Nellie P. Bryant and Rev. Da- 
vid Webster. As Miss Bryant was teaching in an- 
other part of the state, her labors kept her so much 
away from home that she felt it her duty to resign: 
The remaining members appointed Henry Currier to 
take her place. Rev. Mr. Webster was very much in- 
terested in educational work and was ever active for 
the welfare of the schools, and visited the State Nor- 
mal school for valued information, and strove to put 
in practice enlightened ideas, which cannot fail to be 
helpful to many through all future time. He had 
full charge of visiting all schools during the. spring 
term, purposing to visit each once in two weeks. We 
felt sorry to accept Mr. Webster’s resignation, but 
upon his removal from town in the fall we were 
obliged to do so. We were, however, fortunate in 
the acceptance by F. N. Gilman of an ‘appointment 
to help care for the schools and advise with us dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. 


Wooo Lie ie EUENGS, 
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The subject of another school room for the North 
Woodstock pupils has been a difficult one to settle. 
The school board studied the subject long and care- 
fully and have acted in unison and harmony with all 
matters pertaining thereto. Meetings have been 
called to get the minds and ideas of all interested and 
no pains have been spared to arrive at the wisest pro- 
cedure; and we hope what we have done will meet 
with the approval of our fellow citizens, viz: We 
finally decided to put another building on the same lot 
occupied by the other school house, the same having 
been given by F. P. Weeks, for school purposes sev 
eral years ago. The work has progressed finely since 
the decision, and if all goes well, can easily be come- 
plted for the spring term of school. 

In reporting the schools we can say we have et 
good teachers, and we feel that we have made much 
advancement in school work, while we are not. satis- 
fied, knowmg so much more can be accomplished 
with proper aid and encouragement. At North 
Woodstock we have had nie weeks in the spring 
successtully taught by Miss Cora Dalton of Plymouth, 
a young teacher with many good qualifications. 
When Miss Dalton came to us in the spring she told 
us she had made her plans to attend school im the 
fall to-better prepare herself for school work, so the 
school board at once set about looking out for a 
teacher for the fall and winter terms, and were most 


21 

fortunate im securing the services of Miss Nettie A. 
Hardy of Hebron, one of our best and most experi- 
enced teachers. Many young children who had 
never attended school, and others who had moved to 
town, made the fall term very large and the room 
very erowded. Miss Hardy felt ambitious to do 
good work for each child, but found it impossible un- 
der existing circumstances. At the end of three 
weeks it was thought best to divide the school, pro- 
viding a room could be found. C. H. Russell & Son, 
of the Cascade House, kindly rented their parlor, and 
a comfortable school room was fitted up. The chil- 
dren who read in readers below the fourth were 
placed in this room under the efficient struction of 
Mrs. N. F. Sleeper, of North Woodstock, who had 
formerly been a very successful teacher in this grade 
of work in the Laconia schools. Enough cannot be 
said about the improvement this plan brought. One 
needs to know it to appreciate it. At first it was 
planned to have Mrs. Sleeper’s school continue ten 
weeks, making thirteen weeks for the younger chil- 
dren. Afterwards it was thought best to have three | 
weeks more; but on account of unfavorable weather 
and prevalent colds, the last three weeks were very 
much broken by irregular attendance, which made 
the average much less than it would otherwise have 
been,
